Tokio, Aug. .25. —Hundreds 
Japanese guus are still pouring 
deadly fire into Port Arthur, and 
dispatches from Japanese sources 
say the Russian lines have been 
weakened and that the entire line 
of defense immediately about the 
harbor is within rao^feof the guna 
of the Mikado's attacking forces. 
A number of Russian forts and 
batteries cnntinue to be vigorous, 
and the d^-alh roll will be heavily 
increa.>ed belore they are captured 
The Japanese are supremely con 
fidentof the result, and the people 
of Tokio are decorating the houses 
and streets in preparation for a 
national celebration of the expected 
victory. It is believed here that 
buih sides have suffered heavily 
and that the final record will make 
the siege the hlocidiest since Sedan. 

St. Petersburg, August 24.— 
In spite of the anxiety which is 
felt ii-garding the fate of Port 
Arthur the War Office and the Ad- 
niirality were practically closed to 
day on account of the christening ol 
the royal infact, and no official dis- 
patches were y ivci ont.

Washington, Aug. 21. — The 
Stale Department today received 
the following cablegram from Min- 
ister Griscom at Tokio: 

"Japanese fleet sunk Novik off 
Sakhalin today." 

*'^6e following details of the at- 
tack on the Novik have been re- 
ceived at the Japanese legation; 

"The captain of the cruiser 
Chitose reports that the Chitose and 
the protected cruiser Tsushima at- 
tacked the Kushian cruiser Novit 
at Karsakovsk, Sakhalin Island 
on ;be morning of the 20th. On the 
morning of the 21si. the Novik, 
which had been heavily damaged 
stranded and partly sunk 
The Tsushima was hit once in the 
coal bunker, but the damage has 
been repaired. There was no other 
damage, nor was there a single cas- 
ualty on either of the Japanese ves 
sels." 

The Novik wasoneof the Ku.ssi.in 
tieet that steamed out from I'oil 
Arthur on the morning of Aug. lo, 
to force its way through the Japa- 
nese lines. She entered Tsinglau 
the night of Aug. 41, but got away 
from there the night of Aug. 12, 
having remained less than twenty- 
four hours She was then erron- 
ly reported to have been sunk 
forty miles from Tsingtau. 

Korsakovski is a port on the 
southern coast ot Sakhailin, olf the 
coast ol Siberia and about 5.^0 nnle- 
Dorlheast ol X'ladivostok. The city 
was bombarded afterwards for two 
hours by the Japanese and several 
rnment buildings destroyed.

The leaves of ilie palm are used for 
roofing, the riljs of the leaves for 
brooms, the (<i;irse outer fiber of the 
nut for mattliiK and cordage, the finfr 
inner tilier for liic stuffing of mat- 
Ireshfs. The flesh of the nut supplies 
a nainral food, and, desiccated and 
Khreilded, a flavoring for confection- 
'ery; its milk is a delicious fresh bev- 
erasre. its extracted oil forms a valu- 
able material for soap and candle 
making, tbe residuum from tbe oil 
pre.^s Koes to the fattening of cattle, 
wl il<> tlie refined oil makes an excel- 
lent Mibstitute for lard for cooking 
purposes, and the refined lard a deli- 
cious liiitler for table use. The toddy, 
or millv drawn from tbe tree stem, is 
distilled Into arrack, a potent spirit, 
or turned Into vinegar; ite sugar, ob- 
tained by evaporation, forms a sweet- 
meat; the bud or "cabbage" at the 
apex of the stem makes an excellent 
vegetable, and is often pickled; tbe 
best of the shells are carved for orna- 
ment, or converted Into cooking uten- 
sils, while the others are burned as
